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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

a. Claim 8, line 10, after the word "fed", inserted —first—. 

b. Claim 8, line 1 1 , after the phrase "into the first module", inserted — 
wherein the first module is stacked at a first end of the common axis, and—. 

c. Claims 18-19 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the apparatus 
as claimed in claim 8 overcomes the prior art of record in that the instant apparatus 
having therein a stack of modules wherein the first module is positioned at one end of 
the stack, and is comprised of partial oxidation, and through which the hydrocarbon fuel 
is fed first, the combination is missing from the prior art of record. Gonjo's apparatus 
comprises a stack of modules, however the fuel fed through the partial 
oxidation/(combustion) module is used for providing heat and is not reformed to 
hydrogen downstream thereof.
